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Investing  in  People 

When  a  student  enrolls  at  Selwyn  House,  wc  expect  that  he 
will  honestly  try  hard  to  learn  the  skills  taught  him  and  to  develop 
a  positive  and  lifelong  commitment  to  learning.  The  support  that 
students  need  to  succeed  in  this  commitment  must  come  from  both 
his  home  and  his  teachers. 

As  parents,  it  is  fair  for  you  to  ask  what  the  school's 
commitment  is  and  what  resources  are  available  to  develop  the 
kind  of  learning  environment  that  will  be  most  helpful  to 
conscientious  students.  I  would  like  to  comment  briefly  on  only 
two  of  the  ways  the  faculty  members  have  committed  to  their  own 
improvement  as  classroom  teachers. 

The  quality  of  instruction  at  the  school  is  recognized  by  many 
as  outstanding — one  need  only  talk  with  recent  graduates  to 
confirm  this.  However,  we  feel  that  we  can  improve,  both 
individually  and  collectively,  the  quality  of  our  performance  in  the 
classroom. 

To  achieve  this  goal,  the  Professional  Development  Committee 
under  the  excellent  chairmanship  of  Mme  Helene  Bourduas  has 
initiated  a  Peer  Coaching  model  for  our  faculty.  Peer  Coaching 
will  be  the  first  phase  of  a  comprehensive  two-part  faculty 
evaluation  system. 

The  process  is  collaborative,  positive  and  collegial.  In  it, 
teachers  will  observe  each  other  in  the  classroom,  discuss  their 
observations  and  develop  strategies  for  improvement 

To  prepare  for  this  initiative,  our  pedagogical  days  in  October 
and  November  will  be  devoted  to  workshops  led  by  acknowledged 
leaders  in  peer  coaching  in  North  America,  who  will  instruct  our 
teachers  on  how  to  observe  their  peers  and  on  how  to  give 
constructive  feedback.  As  well,  they  will  train  us  in  the  effective 
use  of  videotaping  as  a  tool  for  peer  coaching. 

The  second  initiative  that  most  are  aware  of  is  the 
implementation  of  a  Middle  School.  During  this  school  year,  the 
Grade  7s  will  benefit  from  two  inter-disciplinary  teaching  units 
taught  by  teams  of  teachers. 

During  the  past  summer  Ms.  Carol  Manning,  the  Co-ordinator 
of  the  middle  school  curriculum,  led  a  team  of  five  Selwyn  House 
teachers  (Mrs.  Carla  Burke,  and  Messrs.  Mike  Downey,  Jack 
Martin.  Sylvain  Decelles  and  David  Cude)  to  Maine  to  the 
National  Association  of  Middle  Schools  Conference.  They  learned 
more  about  middle  schooling  and  spent  their  time  planning  the 
curriculum  and  developing  the  team  approach.They  will  form  the 
core  group  for  planning  during  this  school  year.  By  next  year  at 
this  time  we  expect  the  Grade  7  and  8  programmes  to  reflect 
middle  school  philosophy  and  approaches. 

It  is  through  institutional  initiatives  such  as  these  that  we  can 
learn  to  do  more  effectively  what  we  have  been  doing  for  years  - 
help  students  do  their  best  work.

The  Elementary 
School  facult)  met  both  before  and  after  the  summer  to  discuss  this  issue,  as  increasingly  we  have  found  our  own  students  too  often-in 
speech  and  action  behave  inappropriately, 

Although  by  no  means  epidemic,  fighting  between  students,  crude  language,  and  intolerance  of  individual  differences  are  among  the 
behaviours  we  would  like  to  discourage  actively .  Each  elementary  form  teacher,  therefore,  will  be  discussing  these  problems  with  his  or  her 
class  in  terms  of  accountability;  how  each  person  has  responsibilities  to  himself,  to  his  school,  and  to  others.  We  want  our  students  to  be 
sensitive  to  how  their  thoughts  and  actions  affect  others. 

This  theme  will  be  picked  up  at  assemblies  and  in  classes  throughout  the  year.  We  have  confidence  that  our  students  will  understand 
and  accept  this  initiative,  so  that  the  tone  and  learning  environment  at  Selwyn  House  will  be  as  positive  as  it  can  be.

On  the 

Cutting  Edge  of  Education 
Middle  School  News 

Last  year  the  Board  approved  a  plan  to  implement  a 
middle  school  programme  at  Selwyn  House,  and  I  was 
appointed  as  Co-ordinator.  This  programme  will  be  phased 
in  over  three  years  and  will  include  Grades  7  and  8.  The 
objectives  for  year  one,  1992-93,  are  staff  development  and 
curriculum  review.  For  this  year.  Grade  7  will  continue  to 
be  part  of  the  Elementary  School  and  Grade  8  part  of  the 
Secondary  School.  The  second  year  should  see  some  course 
changes  and  increasing  autonomy  of  the  Middle  School.  By 
the  third  year,  the  programme  should  be  fully  in  place. 

Staff  development  began  in  July  when  five  faculty 
members  and  I  spent  a  week  at  a  Middle  School  Institute  at 
the  University  of  Maine.  We  had  the  opportunity  to  attend 
lectures  by  some  leaders  in  the  field,  including  James 
Beane,  a  key  figure  in  curriculum  development,  and  Sue 
Swaim,  the  president  of  the  National  Middle  School 
Association.  The  week  also  enabled  us  to  have  several 
lengthy  planning  sessions,  and  we  were  able  to  outline 
objectives  for  1992-93.  These  objectives  focus  on  a  multi- 
disciplinary  curriculum  and  expanding  the  role  of 
homeroom  teachers  in  order  to  provide  a  solid  base  for  the 
students. 

In  order  to  begin  working  toward  a  multi-disciplinary 
curriculum,  all  teachers  of  Grade  7  will  be  working  with  a 
teacher  from  at  least  one  other  discipline  in  order  to  do  more 
cross  curricular  teaching.  Regular  grade  meetings  will  occur 
to  evaluate  these  projects.  A  more  enriched  and  less 
fragmentary  curriculum  is  the  goal. 

Actual  changes  in  the  curriculum  for  this  year  are  largely 
in  the  Arts  programme  and  affect  only  Grade  7  for  this  year. 
During  Grades  7  and  8  the  students  will  rotate  through  four 
courses:  Music,  Art,  Drama,  and  Consumer  Economics. 
This  will  allow  all  boys  to  explore  all  areas  before  making 
choices  in  Grade  9  to  11.  Band  and  Debating  are  being 
offered  as  optional  activities  which  occur  twice  each  cycle. 
We  hope  to  expand  this  activity  programme  to  encompass 
other  interests. 

Those  of  us  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  attend  the 
Middle  School  Institute  are  very  excited  about  this  new 
programme.  Staff  development  will  continue  throughout  the 
year  in  order  to  explore  more  fully,  and  with  more  members 
of  the  faculty,  the  opportunities  which  it  provides.  I  will 
continue  to  keep  parents  informed  and  would  be  happy  to 
discuss  the  programme  with  anyone  who  is  interested.

On  September  14.  die  Class  of  'CM  went 
on  an  excursion  to  sec  one  of  Canada's  most 
renowned  authors,  Timothy  Findley.  Alter  a 
brief  introduction,  Mr.  Findley  began  his 
discourse  with  three  quaint  stones  The) 
focused  on  how  he  became  an  author  and 
how  he  prepares  himself  to  write. 

Mr.  Findley  explained  that  he  became  a 
writer  through  his  association  with  the  late 
American  actress  Ruth  Gordon.  While 
performing  with  her  in  England  (in 
Thornton  Wilder' s  The  Matchmaker). 
Mr.  Findlej  wrote  a  story  to  counter  her 
claim  that  people  in  his  generation  could  not 
say  yes  to  life.  When  the  story  was 
published  later  in  The  Tamarack  Review. 
Mr.  Findley  forced  his  way  into  her  dressing 
room  to  show  her  the  copy.  Being  only 
partly  clothed.  Miss  Gordon  yelled  at  him 
rudely  to  get  out.  He  imagined  all  sorts  of 
dire  things,  including  the  idea  that  she  might 


not  onlj  lire  him  but  gel  others  to  refuse  to 
hire  him.  In  fact,  she  later  announced  to  the 
whole  company  that  Mr.  Findley' S  future 
lay  not  in  acting  but  in  writing,  and  she 
subsequently  gave  him  a  gift  of  money  to 
get  him  started.  Mr.  Findley  gave  this 
information  in  the  form  of  a  comical 
anecdote,  full  of  colourful  language. 

His  second  story  concentrated  on  how 
he  immerses  himself  in  the  role  of  his 
characters.  For  example,  in  his  novel  Not 
Wanted  on  the  Voyage,  the  plot  focused 
on  a  blind  cat.  In  order  to  get  a  cat's  eve 
view  of  the  world.  Findley  went  to  the 
beach,  blindfolded  himself  and  began 
roaming  around  on  all  fours.  His  anecdote 
also  described  the  reaction  of  a  married 
couple  who  were  watching  from  a 
distance.  This  humorous  passage  grabbed 
the  attention  of  the  students  and  kept  us 
all  interested.  Mr.  Findley  closed  his 


presentation  with  a  reading  from  his  novel 
The  Wars.  It  contrasted  sharply  from  his 
previous  stories.  It  told  of  a  young  soldier 
during  the  First  World  War  whose  duly  it 
was  to  shoot  a  horse.  The  story  line 
concentrated  on  serious  moral  decisions. 

Finally,  Findley  answered  questions 
from  the  audience  and  expressed  strong 
views.  He  suggested  that  conservative 
forces  were  taking  ever  stronger  control  of 
North  America  so  as  to  put  everything  in 
the  hands  of  private  enterprise.  He  said 
American  icons  like  Madonna. 
McDonald's,  and  Mickey  Mouse  would 
not  get  us  teenaged  Canadians  through  our 
major  crises.  He  also  expressed  his 
opposition  to  Free  Trade. 

The  Grade  1 1  class  found  it  a  privilege 
and  honour  to  hear  and  speak  to  one  of 
Canada's  greatest  literary  minds.

In  a  welcome  back  story  session  in  the  Junior  Library, 
boys  of  Grade  3  and  4  were  introduced  to  the  1992  winner 
of  the  Newbury  Medal  for  the  most  distinguished 
contribution  to  American  literature  for  children.  Shiloh, 
by  Phyllis  Reynolds  Naylor,  is  a  powerful  story  of  a  boy's 
efforts  to  protect  a  dog  from  abuse.  The  book  deals  with 
the  best  and  worst  of  human  nature.  It  was  so  well 
received  that  it  may  become  a  continuing  read  in  story 
sessions  before  it  becomes  ready  for  general  circulation. 

Older  boys  will  find  Daniel  Richler's  first  novel. 
Kicking  Tomorrow  of  interest.  The  book,  quite  favorably 


reviewed  in  the  New  York  Times  Book  Review,  recounts  a 
period  in  the  life  of  Montreal  teenager  Robbie 
Bookbinder.  Trying  valiantly  to  grow  up  in  the  mid  70s. 
he  finally  makes  a  stand  against  alienation,  self-delusion 
and  disorientation. 

In  addition,  an  excellent  reference  source.  Canada's 
First  Nations,  by  Olive  Patricia  Dickerson.  has  just 
arrived  in  the  library.  This  history  of  Canada's  founding 
native  peoples  from  earliest  times  will  be  of  interest  to  all 
those  serious  about  researching  the  cultural  mosaic  that  is 
the  nation  of  Canada.
